VATICAN CITY, Feb, 15.—Two 
workmen with blow torches per- 


formed the longest function in the 
entombment in St, Peter's Tues- 
day of Pope Pius XI. That was 
the sealing of the lead coffin. 

They took 30 minutes solder 
the lid hermetically tight while pre- 
lates, the Knights of Malia. the 
noble guards and Pius’ old valet, 
Giovanni Malvestiti, watched. The 
ceremony and the labor of placing 
the pontiff's body in three nested 
coffins and sealing them consumed 
an hour and 20 minutes, 

The burial of Pope Pius led to 
disclosure his final resting place 
already was occupied. A stone in 
the wall into which workmen dug 
showed the spot to be the tomb of 
Francesco Bandini Piccolomini, 
one-time Archbishop of Siena. 

The gravestone and coffin of 
Piccolomini were removed and will

of the grottoes, prelates said.

— The 
United States navy began its 
annual manoeuvres Monday with 
the greatest peace-time concentra- 
tion of fighting strength in the

The Livestock Men to Meet 


The livestock marketing conference 
which opens in the city tomorrow, under 
the auspices of the Alberta Co-operative 
Council, is an event of considerable im- 
portance to one of the main branches of | 
the farming industry. It corresponds 
in aim with the grain conference held in 
Winnipeg some weeks ago, the object in 
both cases being a study of markets and 
methods likely to get a better return to 
the producer. 


While conditions in the livestock 
branch have not been so deplorable as 
those affecting grain growing, that 


branch has also had its ups and downs 
during the unsettled years, and is also in, 
need of a large steady export demand to 
permit its expansion in keeping with the 
possibilities of larger production. 

In this particular section of the west, 
livestock rivals grain growing in import- 
ance. The packing plants and dairies 
which have located here supply local evi- 
dence on the point. Central and northern 
Alberta were by nature designed as a 
mixed farming area, and the welfare of 
Edmonton is more closely associated with 
the well-doing of the farmer who keeps 


stock than is that of any other large 
western centre, possibly excepting Cal- 
gary. 

Townsfolk may therefore regard the 


conference of stockmen as an event of 
concern to them also, and hope more 
than casually that it will result in better 
returns and more stabilized conditions for 
the interests represented.

Powers Sought by Council 


The city council decided Monday it will 
not ask the legislature for power to ad- 
vance the date of the annual municipal 
election until October or to alter the ar- 
rangement of names on the voters’ list. 
Proposed charter amendments to permit 
these changes were dropped from the list 
brought in by the committee. 

Of the amendments which will be 
sought, one would authorize council to 
“manage and conduct a housing scheme 
according to any method or plan approved 
or authorized under the terms of the Na- 
tional Housing Act, 1938”. 

Corresponding power was asked last 
year in respect to the housing act then in 
force, but this the legislature declined to 
give. If the idea was that the housing 
problem in Edmonton would solve itself 
by inducing a flow of private investment 
without action taken by the city, the 
year has demonstrated the mistake. There 
has been no house-building on any scale in 
keeping with the existing needs and the 
rate of growth of the population. To again 
refuse council the permission sought 
would give the blessing of the legislature 
to a continuance of over-crowded condi- 
tions which are a_ positive menace to 
health and equally a menace to safety in 
the event of serious fires occurring in resi- 
dential areas. 

Council is also asking to be allowed to 
undertake and carry through “any works 
of a municipal or public nature in any case 
where by any act of the parliament of 
Canada provision is made for assistance to 
municipalities,” and to enter into agree- 
ments with the Dominion for this purpose. 

The object is to put the city in position 
to take advantage of the offer of the Do- 
minion to pay the labor costs of munici- 
pal improvements for which the city will 
supply the materials. And, if such is need- 
ed, retroactive confirmation would also be 
given to agreements made last year for 
carrying out self-liquidating projects with 
Dominion assistance. This is a proposal 
to which the legislature would seem like- 
ly to accede very willingly. 

Another suggested amendment would 
give the Mayor power to declare a holiday 
in the city on any day thought to be suf- 
ficiently important “by reason of any 
event occurring thereon”. This would 
clear the way for a civic holiday on the 
occasion of the coming visit of the King 
and Queen.

Would Help Edmonton 

Returning from Vancouver recently and 
when discussing the proposed highway to 
Alaska, Commissioner Alder of Prince Rupert 
said, “Vancouver is making strong efforts to 
have the road so routed that it will tie in with 
Peace River, and in that way will connect with 
Vancouver.” 

In the event of the highway route being lo- 
cated via the headwaters of the Peace and con- 
tinue on up the Finlay river to Central Alaska, 
Vancouver will lose 75 per cent of the traffic 
and trade over the highway. Edmonton will 
get the major portion of the trade from the 
Yukon and passenger traffic to Alaska. 

The original intention of the highway to 
Alaska, was to serve Northern British Columbia 
and Southeastern Alaska, and to route the high- 
way from Hazelton which would serve a two- 


a vast proven mineral field, and also to provide 
transportation for the defense of Alaska’s pan- 
handle. 

At the present time over two million dollars 
worth of business buildings are under construc- 
tion in Edmonton. This new expansion is based 
on her trade with the North, and should the 
highway to Central Alaska be routed up the 
Finlay river, Edmonton's trade and commerce 
with the north country will grow by leaps and 
bounds, necessitating more millions for business 
buildings—that really should be erected in Van- 
couver.

, The two least appreciated bodies of public 
servants are policemen and newspaper reporters 
~-though policemen do have steady jobs with 
pensions when they get too old to work. So it's 
pleasing to see that the Nazis in Vienna have 
pioneered the way in giving honor to police 
officers who fall in the pur- 
suit of duty. The other day 
they held “Police Day” in 
Vienna in honor of the gal- 
lant protectors of the peace. In front of the 
great Administration building policemen gath- 
ered after making a parade of the city. There 
in the presence of huge throngs, four tall black 
pillars, each with a flaming torch on top and 
surrounded by a guard of honor of policemen, 
were dedicated to four policemen who gave their 
lives for the Nazi state. 

What had these guardians of the peace done? 
They were the four police officers who were 
executed for complicity in the assassination of 
Chancellor Dolfuss, Nazi religion must have its 
martyrs. :

Some people get their wishes easily. The 
commercial-minded Mr. Justice Manton of the 
Federal Circuit Court of Appeals, of whom I 
wrote in this column yesterday, promptly halted 
impeachment proceedings by send- 
ing his resignation to President 
Roosevelt with a request to be 
freed from office by March 1, 
President Roosevelt in reply freed him from 
February 7. The judge insists that none of his 
extensive borrowings from litigants in his court 
affected his judgment in the slightest degree. 
Judges, you know, are not like ordinary humans.

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Statesmen and commentators appear to be 
satisfied that Hitler’s recent address to the Reich- 
stag makes for peace in Europe. Japan alone 
seems dissatisfied, because no reference was 
made to German designs upon the Ukraine. With 
border clashes in Manchukuo, Japan would feel 
happied if assured that Russia will be kept busily 
engaged in Europe. 

But Hitler's own speech reveals how little 
one can rely upon the peaceful professions of der 
Fuehrer. Long before the 
Sudeten crisis, the Czech gov- 
ernment feared that Germany 
intended aggression. In May 
of last year it called up its reserves, and with 
the support of French and British opinion placed 
400,000 troops in readiness to protect its German 
border. 

In June, with the approval of Hitler, the 
Sudeten Germans opened negotiations with the 
Czech government, giving Rudolph Hess, deputy 
leader of the Nazi party occasion to proclaim in 
a speech at Stettin that Hitler had saved the 
peace of Europe. Hitler himself sent a personal 
message through his aide de camp, Captain 
Weideman, to Lord Halifax, the British Foreign 
Secretary, giving assurance that the German 
government desired a peaceful solution of the 
Czech question. Thereupon, Lotd Runciman 
was sent to Prague by the British government 
to act as mediator in the dispute, and Prime Min- 
ister Chamberlain made a statement to the House 
of Commons, saying “We have been happy to re- 
ceive renewed assurances of the German gov- 
ernment of its own desire for a peaceful solu- 
tion.” 

Now turn to the portion of Hitler's address to 
the Reichstag in which he says: “I resolved to 
solve, once and for all, and this radically, the 
Sudeten German question, On May 28 I ordered 
that preparations should be made for military 
action against this state by October 2.” 

In other words, all the negotiations and 
peaceful messages of reassurance were a bluff to 
gain time while the German army was mobilized 
for aggression. Even the mobilization was mask- 
ed by assurances that it was not for military 
action, but as a “rehearsal.” While Captain 
Weideman was bringing personal professions of 
peace, which Prime Minister Chamberlain re- 
layed to the Commons, Herr Hitler by his own 
statement was preparing for war and had named 
in advance the date of the very day on which 
German troops marched across the border. 

The contrast is worth noting by those who 
would rely upon Hitler's peaceful assurances, in 
the very speech which reveals his duplicity.

had done, That ended it, Blake was 
freed and took his seat on the front 
ministerial bench, but he did not 
withdraw the term “rebels” as ap- 
plied to the Tories, 

There was no duel, but both 
Blake and Macdonald were personal 
enemies the rest of Blake's life, 
despite efforts by Macdonald to be 
friends.
